The air war In Korea has taken a new turn 
In recent wecka. ^And It fs rafslns some itn- 
comfortable questions about the statua of the 
Ameticftn air force. 

Consider, for example, a raid over. north- 
went Korea not long ago by nine B-29*s. Ru5- 
Blan-bullt MIG's ahot down three — bne-thlrd 
of the total— and damaged nearly all the reat. 
Thouffh the numbers involved were relatively 
small, aviation experts believe this Incident 
costs serious doubt on the f uture^usef ulness 
of the B-2g against Jet Interceptors. 
" In further illustration of the handicap 
this famous bomber faces In Korea today, 
on another raid eight B-2B'b had to have the 
protection ol no less than 112 fighters. This 
huge ratio of fighters to bombers wotild once 
have been regarded as unjustifiable. 

Plainly, It Is now tremendously costly in 
.terms of planes, men, fuel and money to 
'send B-2g's Into combat against high-grade 
Jets like the Russian MIG. By Implication, the 
same handicap would fnce iise of the larger. 
-B-a6,"B jBt'aMlBtea Blrcraft-othorwlse power-" 
ed by conventional engines. 

These planes simply do not have the speed 
they need to fend off the streaking Jet at- 
tackers'. The only alternatives to employing 
a heavy fighter screen are to use the B-2D's 
at night, to send them out to bomb by radar 
In weather discouraging to fighters, or to 
'bomb parts of Korea whcre fighters based in 
sale Manchuria might Icar to go. All these 
tactics are being tried. 

The mere fact that they must bo re- 
sorted to seems to bo the handwriting on the 
'wall for medium and large conventionally 
powered bombers. Air force men are said to 
be casting eyes covetously already toward the 
B-17, highly touted Jet medium bomber Just 
now 'getting into real production in the 
TJnlted States. The B-47, however, ' is still a 
long way from readiness for war In Korea. 

In the meantime, our airmen will have 
to sweat It out with what they have. They face 
not only intensified use of enemy Jets but 
greatly stepped up communist anti-aircraft 
'defenses. We are frequently losing plojies to 
■ ground fire. ^ 

Since we are employing our air strength of- 
fensively. It is natural our losses should 
exceed the enemy's. Too often this fact Is ob- 
scured by the tendency ot American battle ac- 
counts to lump red losses together, as if there 
Was no distinction between planes destroyed, 
probably destroyed, or merely damaged. 

From the start of the Korean war In 1050 
up to October of this year, this country lost 
636 planes to enemy action and an estimated 
667 through operational accidents — a total of 
1,2D3. In the same period, we claim. the reds 
lost 324 In combat, and probably suffered loss 
of another 300 in accidents. 

There are many reasons for this showing: 
The greater number of U. S. planes in com- 
bat,' their use in close support of troops (not~ 
-matohed-by-the-reds>, the aanetity-of-com-- 
munist bases from our attack, the red anti- 
aircraft batteries, and. oiir offensive tactics. 

But while It is plain why wo are losing two 
planes to every communist craft downed, 
this story ot air warfare In Korea affords 
ua-no grounds tor glib complacency over our 
superiority in the air. 

With the future of our existing bombers in 
doubt, and red defenses against oil our craft 
mounting In -effectiveness, we had better 
face it: 'We are getting a real air challenge 
that has meaning far beyond the limits of 
barren Korea.

. their dogged pursuit of epemy agents, they 
netted on 11-yeor-old South Korean boy. For

merely curldus, or perhaps in search ot

To explain away their ridiculous, humor-

But with the guileless habit of a child, 
when ho finally was released he told U. K. 
officers: "I Just said what they told me to 
say." 

On the basis ot his showing, it ought to be 
' time for a shake-up In communist counter- 
espionage.

STEEL— Ju.it OS a Itepubllcan "President" may Icom 
It a member ot that parly should succeed Mr. Tru- 
man, Churchill has discovered that eliminating labor'a 
Kovem mental and Industrial reforms is easier said 
than done. He has announced that the only Industry 
he will liy to denatlonalUe Is steel, leaving coal, 
electrldtj;. the railroads, the Bonk ot England tmder 
London ownership and controL 

Now, he Is not sure that he can remove steel from 
the Icderall«d system. The original owners were 
handed British bonds In return for turning over Ihclr 
1700,000,000 property to the government. Except tor 
a few large companies like Vlckers, there Is no as- 
surance that the original or- new investors would 
want to take back their property under any terms. 



SOLUTION— For one thing, the steel Industry wu 
managed so badly that ths..x;nUod Ststu must pro- 
vide 600,000 tons during the current year for reorma- 
menL Then there Is no certainty that some future 
labor victory will not lead to another natlonalltaUon 
and possible demomlluitlon of steel. 

Hie American solution tor a similar problem will 
bo emphaslMd by the OOP next year. They will con- 
tend Uiat, had It not been for congressional opposi- 
tion and Jcsso II. Jones's businesslike management 
ot the UPC In ihe war ytnts. our govttnmtnl would 
be Involved more deeply In the ownership and opera- 
tion of business and Industry than it Is now. Jones' 
recent book will prove that. 

nEDtlCTION — Churchill's drastic proposals lo'r re- 
storing England's economic position, although nec- 
essary, win hurt us In^ a bread-and-butter way. Ho 
intends to cut Britain's foreign purchases by 11,000.- 
000.000 a year, and Ihat reduction wlU apply largely 
to exports from here and Canada. 

It may not be felt here for some time. In view 
of rearmament expenditures. But It will mean that 
the U. S. wlU lose one of Its best foreign markets. If 
continued. 

Finally, as tho EUenhowcr'Truman-U'leUchmann 
conferences and sur^-eys Indicate, despite lack ot of- 
ficial publicity, Churchill tvIU need a largo and Im- 
mediate advance from the U. S. treasury, for ordi- 
nary expenses. 

PEACE-MAKCa— Unlike Clement Attlee. Churchill 
has already demonstrated that he will not "play 
second fiddle" to President Truman In the ■'world 
orchestra. That wan one ot the moat damaging In- 
dictments of the labor ministry In the recent cam- 
paign. 

Since Mr. Truman has cost himself In the part of 
gerentlliilmo of the -western nations In tho "cold 
war," the prime minister Indicates he wlU essay the 
role of peace-maker between the dictatorships and 
the democracies. Although he wlU not do an appeas- 
ing act. Ito will try to prove himself as adroit ot 
the diplomatic tAblo as be wkis as a warrior. 
, What torm his move will assume, and what success 
he will achieve. Is sUU a question. But. despite Wash- 
ington's cynicism and distaste for another four-p^wer 
parley, ChurchlU has urged such a man -to- man 
meoUng. It Is significant that Mr. IVumon carefully 
refrained from mentioning this suggestion In his re- 
cent disarmament address. "> 



FORCE— Incidentally, If Churchill should Improve 
relations between the two hostile blocs. It might 
affect General Elsenhower's presidential availability. 
It might make It easler'for him tO'Qult hli-Europcnn- - 
assignment In time to make a pre-conventton tight 
for delegates. But It would also lessen the Importance 
at Ms task ns architect o( wostem European de- 
fense -lorces. 

There Is one thing sure. Churchill's recntrnnce Into 
the world theater will affect the fortunes of all the 
other. major prima -donnas. He Is an explosive force.

One method being considered Is 
to have propellers driven by tur- 
bines, run l>y expanding through 
them vapor such as steam, gen- 
enud In the reactor. 

AnoUier consideration Is that the 
reactor should directly or Indirectly 
take the place ol the combustion 
chamber of a conventional tubro-jet 

Variations ol one of these two 
basic Ideas for using the reactor 
heat will probably be used In the 
final nuclear engine. 

In addition to giving off heat, the 
reactor also produces fatal gamma 
and beta rays. Shielding the crews 
from these rays Is one of the big 
problems to be worked out. Dr. 
Lev ere tt explains: 

'The basic requirements of the 
shield. ore dictated by the.two.baalc 
radiations which It Is desired to 
slop. The neutrons are slowed down 
most effectively by light atoms. For 
this reason an effective shield will 
contain light atoms such oa hydro- 
gen.' 

"□amma rays, on the other hand, 
are degraded In eners}- and slopped 
best by he^vy elements such as lead. 
It Is dear that a mixture of light 
and heavy elements arranged In the 
most strategic fashion will be de- 
sired. Solution of the problenl la very 
complicated." 

Radiation damage other than to 
the human anatomy ' Is another 

major headache of the project 

-SomersubBtanc'es which might be 
used as a coolnnt-lose thelr-ablllty 
to conduct heat under constant ex- 
posure to radiation, 'and some Just 
decompose. Even outside the area of 
the most Intense radiation, ordinary 
oil or grease becomes like tar or 
solidifies, ^ectrlcal -Insulation -also 
breaks dowii'and'"dlslnterarates-on 
'ong exposure to radiation. 
.It Is desirable to keep the amount 
of llsslonaUb fuel used In the re- 
actor to a minimum for various ob- 
vious reasons. Including the fact 
that the amount of uranium In- 
vestment Is not simply tho amount 
of uranium carried aboard the air- 
craft, but also that which Is on 
the ground in various stages of 
preparation for use. *

These days when so much work 
has to be done under routined pres- 
sure of moss production, when many 
worken got no chance to use their 
own Ideas In their work, some form 
ot-'creotive work, some Interesting 
hobby Is essential to the health of 
the worker's mind and body, 
' Boys and girls should Im taught 
the simple crafts of home. Cooking 
otfera useful and interesting, occu- 
pation for them and in days to come 
they will find It very helpful to be 
able to cook a meal In the open air 
or In a streamlined kitchen— help- 
ful, and pleasant, too. 

One of the most restful occupa- 
tions for weary workers la some 
form of sewing. Not machine sew- 
Ing, hand sewing or needlework. The 
field Is great ttjt'. there Is endless 
room for creative ability and on end- 
less variety of things upon which 
to ekerclss It; ' 

In the museums there are pieces 
of needlecrett thot ore works of art. 
Pieced quilts, grown lovelier with 
the yean; chair coverings whose col- 
ors and patterns are beautiful, tell- 
ing of respite from the cares and 
fean of a day gone by, are there to 
delight the eyes and stimulate the 
desire to work the same magic. 

In every home there are pieces of 



work Mil there by men and women 
who found peace, comfort, .Inspira- 
tion In the work of their hands. 
Pieces- of furniture, bits of isce, 
spreo^ds, table cloths, edgings, all 
telling their story of the busy hapds 
that cased the aching hearts and 
troubled minds ol men and women 
who had passed that way. 

We should be teaching our' boys 
and girts to sew, knit, crochet, weave, 
carve, model, create beauty with the 
hands.
